The Bourse quotation 
of the shares rose to between 450 and 300 francs, then fell to 20 
francs. When it was decided t transform the Pacitic Maritime 
Commercial Company into the Pacific Company fresh funds were 
raised, allegedly without the knowledge of the Board of Directors, 
who were befoaled by fictitinus statements and accounts. Gallusser 
declares that when he quitted control of the Pacifie Company it 
owed the Banque Industrielle 93,000,000 francs&but the debt ought 
to have been diminished by at least half by realisation of the floating 
stocks, worth 10,000,000 francs. He admits that the syndicate of which 
he had Perrotte were mambers realised.a profit of 200 francs per 
share on 24,000 shares, but the profit went tc buy in shares at 600 
and 700 francs, in order to secure the option far subscription of 
fresh capital. " .

The Canton situation is still in 
a state of flux, and he would bea 
bold man who would prophesy 
what is likely to occur in the 
Geer foture.

President San and 
General Chan have been unable 
to wee eye to eye on mans vital 
issues, and that the former's 
return to Canton has to do with 
a desl moro than the re-arrange- 
ment of the northern expediti.n. 
The. Canton Times asserts tbat 
there never have bean any differ. 
ences of opinion bztween the 
President and the now-retired 
Civil Governoz, and its explana- 
tion of Chan's departure is char- 
acterised by marked sophistry. 
It, states that on ths spp-oach of 
the troops of the Expeditionary 
Army, i¢ was agreed thar, in 
order to avoid any misunder- 
standings on the part -of the 
public, and also to prevent fric- 
tion between the soidiers of the 
several commands, Caan’s troops 
would withdraw from the city 
and ewait orders to go to the 
front. That reads very nice, but, 
to put it mildly, itcan scarcely 
be regarded as a correct ezplana- 
tion of Chan’s exit.

indeed that we considered tho 
provision of such a channel to be 
essential. We also stated that 
we were in favour of a mail 
und passenger whart near 
the mouth of the Huangpu, 
provided it could be shown 
that the vessels for which 
such a wharf would be intended 
would be willing and able to make 
use of it.
